THAT CHICAGO COUNT. 


He Took Bin FaUn Name, Dr. Frank S. 


Khoadcs, from a Decatur Man Who 


tVaa a School Mat*. 


There has been a good deal in the news- 


papers during the past few days in resirol 
to a Count Peter Jestus who was arrested 
at Chicago for a number of offenses. 
At 


the time of bis arrest be was living under 
the alias of Dr. FranK S. Bbcadeg. It is 
a peculiar coincidence that the count was 
a schoolmate of Dr. Frank O. Bboades, 
the dentist of this city 
Dr Rboadea 


says that tbe man was in his class at the 
Philadelphia dental college and at that 
time was known as Peter Justus. He 
pretended to hail from Portugal and as 
he was a olevor linguist he could apeak 
tbe language ol tbut country fluently and, 
consequently wag able to keet up the lie 
As n matter of foot he wns not from Por- 
tugal but was a Roman Jew and really 
owned the title of count. Some of thu 
students at school learned of Justus' title 
and lie was called "count" by bis school 
mates although many of them did not 
know that the title waa his. Dr Bhondes 
says Justus was a smooth man and swin- 
dled all bis frljnds whenever he got a 
obnnoe 
He played poker and lived high 


most of the time be was attending school. 


Tbe count derived bis name of Dr 


Frank S. Bboadea from tbe Dr Rhoadcs 
of this city in n rather peculiar way. One 
of tbe professors u: tbe college was an 
Austrian and spoke with a very broad 
accent 
When he addressed the Decatur 


Dr RhoBdes he always called him by his 
full name and lu his broken tongue would 
say "Frankia" Bboades, The manner in 
which the name was spoken became a 
joke with the students and was finally 
called by them "Frank S " Rnoodes, on 
account of the similarity to "Fiankis' 
as pronounced by the professor. Dr 
Bboades of Decatur, says that th's nick- 
name of bis was chosen by tbe count as 
an alias and that is bow be is now living 
as Dr. Frank 9 Bhoades.

Returning Sanity in Kansas. 
The Chicago Tribute-Herald: It will 


be remembered that two days after the 
election a sensational suit was brought 
In a state court of Kansas, applying fcr 
tbe appolnmont of a receiver for that 
part of 'the Santa Fe Railroad rnnning 
through Kansas, on tbe ground, that the 
said road was owned by aliens and hole 
property in Kansas in violation of tbe 
alien law of the state. Tbo suit was re- 
ally a stock jobbing enterprise, contrived 
for the purpose of affecting the stock mar- 
ket, but we are glad to know that this 
pait of the scheme failed, and tbo engi- 
neers were hoisted by their own petard.

which .tndgo Myers of tho state court as- 
sumed jurisdiction and app inted a. re- 
ceiver on an ex-parte hearing awakened 
alarm as to tbe result and foreshadowtd a 
conflict between tbu state mid federal 
dietaries. Tbo hasty action was generally 
considered as another cvldencte that Kan- 
sas judges were going to bo a law unto 
themselves. This feeling would not have 
been manifested bad Judge Myers been a 
little more deliberate in bis action and 
havo watted until Issuo'was joined before 
making tho appointment of a receiver for 
a great railway, a part of_whlcb only lay 
within the borders of tbe state. 


Stops wcru taken bv tbo attorneys for 


tbe railway to remove tbo case to tho fed 
oral court,, but after a hearing in the Jut- 
tor the casu was remanded to tbe juristic 
tiou of Judgu Myers, That jurist has 
just decided tne case, and in an even 
tempered and well-reasoned opinion holds 
that the alien land law of Kansas does 
not apply to railroads. That Inw ho says 
was onaotod for tho purpose of preventing 
thu ownership of large tracts of land by 
absentee landlords, and that tho icovo- 
ment In'which it originated was not a 
crusade against railroads, but was aimed 
at aliens holding real estate in the usual 
acceptation of thu term, and lor tho ordi- 
nary purposes for which laud Is held. 
Tho idea of forfeiting railroad lands lie- 
cause a few stockholders of tbe road were 
aliens was aft conceived or entertained 
3y tbo legislature, for this was not one of 
the mischiefs Intended to bo remedied by 
;ho law.

the stock jobbers' petition, and this is 
probably tho Jaet that will be heard of tbe 
case

SHERIDAN'S SCOUTS.:! 


(Written lor The .Republican.] 


No. 3. 


Tbe confederate riders captured Gen- 


erals Crook aud Kelly February 31, 1865, 
and six dajs later Sheridan started up the 
valley with his army ot 10,000 bargemen 
on bla last raid, which ended In bis join 
Ing Grant at Petersburg. March 37, just 
one month from tbe day he started. 


Tbe capture of Crook and Kelly rankled 


In tbe breasts of Sheridan's Scouts. It 
bad been a brilliant act, and demanded 
extra exertion on the part ot tbd Scouts 
to get even, and they were never as active 
and vigilant as they wore from tbe time 
they started up tho valley with Sheridan 
until the surrender at Appomattox, and 
when the last entry was made on tbe book 
of fate tbe balance was greatly in their 
favnr.n No opportunity opened for any 
brilliant work until tbo army reached 
Staunton. Here they led a battalion to 
Staunton"nearby where a large quantity 
of confederate stores were captured and 
destroyed. 
Somo of them had been with 


Early's army and reported him at Waynes- 
boro where he Intended to give battle. 
Tbe challenge was accepted by Sheridan, 
and the last of Eitrly's army was defeated 
and captured. 


Sheridan then passed rapidly to the 


James River.at Duginsvlllo, some twenty 
miles north of Appomattox Court House. 
Here he expected to cross by a bridge nt 
that point, pass on south through Ap- 
pomattox, join Sherman in North Caio- 
Ht a, ana crush Johnson; but tbe enemy 
bad destroyed that bridge and also one a 
little farther east. From incessant rains 
tbe river was too high to ford, and the 
plan to join Sherman bad to be abandon 
ed. Tho plan of joining Grant at Peters- 
burg was substituted for it. Tbe latter 
plan was hazardous,as it involved passing 
across the north and east of Rlabrnond, 
across lines that afforded every opportu 
nlty for attack by Lee's veterans. To ac- 
complish tbe feat it was necessary to put 
tbe Pamnnkey River between tbe column 
and any force sent out from Bichmond. 
This embraced tbe necessity for having 
rations sent to White House Landing ana 
pontoons to cross the Parouukoy lower 
down. To get tbe supplies Grant bad to 
be notified of tbe change of plans and tho 
necessity for the requisition. 


Four of tbe best scouts were selected to 


convey 
the order 
to Grant. 'Iwo ot 


them were to drift down the James River 
in a skiff to Blohmond, pass through 
Leo's lines, and reach Grant in tbat way 
if possible. The other two orosser1 tbe 
James and wont across tbe country and 
around Lee's right and on east to Grant. 
Every one of the four reached City Point 
safely and delivered their orders. Tbo 
two wbj went overland got there a few 
days ahead of tbe two tbat went through 
the confederate army. They were compli- 
mented by General Orant, who regarded 
it us a great feat. The first evidence 
Sheridan hnd tbat "itberbad been success- 
ful was when be reached White House 
Landing, some twelve days after thoy had 
started on their mission, aud found th»t 
tbe requisition for rations, forage and 
pontoons bad been filled. No ordinary 
mortal could liavo performed tbe feat 
those scouts performed without capture. 


On tho way to Wblte House Landing 


Sheridan camped on the north side of the 
North Anna River for the ulgbt During 
the day Col. Young, 
ubltf of scouts, 


found a email confederate, cavalry force to 
tbe north, in tho neighborhood of bpott- 
sylvania Court House. Ho saw no open- 
ing to capture any generals, but taking a 
few of his men with hlmthat night, he 
did this1 Appearing at tho flank of tbe 
enemy's picket line clad in tbe uniform 
of a confederate officer, he issued an order 
to tbo officers In charge, to take in his 
pickets and move thtra south as rapidly 
ml quietly as possible, warning him of 
tbo dangerous proximity of Sheiidnn's 
command, leaving tie impression with 
the now thoroughly deceived officer, tbat 
tbe command be was pr itcattng was mov- 
ng away by anotber route. Col. Young 
and his men accompanied the officer in 
relieving tbe line and then led them a 
circuitous route, but managed to pilot 
them inside of Sheridan's lines about day 
break, when the chagrin of thu confeder- 
ates m they found themselves in this 
predicament was tbo source of great mer- 
riment among Sheridan's men. There 
•vere over 300 in this budy of prisoners. 
Col Young and his scouts ate a hearty 
breakfast, boots and saddles was sounded, 
an the column was again in motion to- 
ward the Pamunkey River.

which have necessitated coroner's In 
quests. This Is the largest nnra bet of In 
quests which hoi ever been held In one 
year in the history of tbo county.

Our jfnrmers do not re- 


nlUe how uiuuli hotter It would be for 
them to turn their attention to n product 
ot this kind Hutu to go on clinging to 
thlugH thnt do not pay. 
Ube consiiin,)- 


tloti of sugar Is so largo—o\cr 00 pounds 
per capita nnnunlly—that there Is no tlun- 
goi of producing more of the raw material 
than can readily bo Holfl nt u good price, 
Wo tiro pay lug it vast on in every year to 
tha foreign producers of sugar which 
ought to bo kept at homo and made to 
contribute to the prosperity of agricul- 
ture and of tho general labor Interest 


To bo sure, tbe suooesd iof beet sugar- 


ruining in otber countries la duo In some 
Mioasuro to tho fact thnt'thoy pay bounties 
on the product; but if 4h«y onn afford to 
pay bounties, «o can wo, If such n policy 


IH m'oossary in our case The fact of most 
luipdtancu Is thirt wo uro buying tho 
bulk of our sugar abroad whon we have 
tha moans to prodaoo it at borne, urn 
other nations are thus profiting by our 
neglect of n splendid opportunity. There 
lira now three beet eugivt factories In Ci\l 
Ifornm, onu In Utah, itwa in Nebraska, 
ODD In New Mexico, one .In 'Virginia and 
ono In Wisconsin, aod *boy hnvo demon 
str ited tbnt tho sugar cnn be made here 
as well elsewhere. The uiea within whioh 
tha soil and climate ave favornblo to beat 
culture eitends prnctknlly from tbo At 
lantla to tho Puolllo, nnd the possibilities 
In thnt respect are tully equal to tha largo 
e.xluting deninncl for sugar. Hero, then, 
IH ono way In which tho depression of ag 
rloiilturo can bo relieved, and tbo return 
of good times materially promoted. What 
ever may bo needed In the form nf friend 
ly legislation should be provided as soon 
us possible.

RICH STRIKE IN AMAQUEEN MINE 


The Town of Moorlnitsport Wiped Out—A 


Number of People Killed or Wonnded. 
Texarkonn, Ark., Jan. 4,—A terrific 


cyclone swept over Mooringsport, La., at 
3:30 o'clock Saturday. Mooringsport la 
ono of the oldest and most important 
towns on the line of tbe Kansas City, 
Plttsburg and Gulf railroad, about twen- 
ty miles north from Shreveport and fifty- 
two miles south from Tuxarknna. It oc- 
cupied a position OD a bluff overlooking 
Caddo Lake, at the head of navigation, 
and enjoyed a lucrative trade from the 
sunountllng country by rail and water. 


Tho town is completely wiped out, with 


tbo exception of tbo railroad depot and tbe 
stores and residences of J. S. Noel and C. 
S Croom. The storm cloud, which was 
funnel shaped, struck the town about 3-30 
o'clock, lasting only about five minutes, 
rhe path of the storm was from south- 
west to northeast. Tho velocity of the 
wind was estimated at about sixty miles 
an hour. Massive trees \\ero twisted out 
by the roots and in sune instances blown 
100 yards Houses were blown from their 
foundations, anil n number of cattle were 
killed. At least a dozen families are left 
homeless and destitute, but relief parties 
arc being organized, and everything pos- 
sible Is being dono to care for tho suffer- 
ing. Tho entire loss of property will 
probably reach §50,000 


Tho four dead children of the Goodman 


family were found by a searching party 
on the bank of tho lake, about 100 yards 
ram tbo house. Oue of them was pierced 
trough tbo bead with a small piece of 
aauthng. Ihe injured have been ro- 
oved to tbe hosuital at Stirevcport sev- 
ral of whom will dio.

Congressman Curtis of Kansas Says 


Under the First 21 Months of 


the 
Wilson 
Bill 
361,000 


Cattle were Imported. 


Washington, Jan. 5.—A large delega- 


tion of western men appeared before the 
ways and means committee this morning 
tbe schedule being agricultural products 
and cattle. F. H. Rockwell, Warren 
Pax, cattle raisers, grazing in both Mex- 
ico and Kansas, opposed a high duty. 
They said tho McEinley rote on cattle was 
prohibitive and injured thu Kansas farm- 
ers, who were benefited by international 
grazing. Herds taken to Kansas became 
products for tho market in six to eighteen 
months. 
M. M. Sherman of Salina; 


Kan., said two-thirds of tbe cattle import- 
ed from Mexico, are owned by Americans. 
He thought high duties on cattle had 
been decided on by congress to keep out 
Canadian competition, witbont a thought 
of tbe Mexican business. Tbe chief effect 
of tbe law was to injure Americans who 
invested money in Mexico. Ho was asked 
wby be removed to Mexico. Sborman 
said because of a lock of ranges here, or 
rather it was impossible to acquire a title 
to such ranges as could be done in Mexico 
and moreover tbo American laws gave 
competitors tbe advantage of all improve- 
ments that man introduced In his busi- 
ness. Mexico could never became a com- 
petitor of tbe United States. Congress- 
man Curtis of Kansas, said be represented 
a district in which more Mexican cattle 
were fed than (ifny other. In behalf of tb,e 
American cattle raisers, feeders and farm- 
ers. Kansas asked to have restored the 
duty of (10 & bead on cattle a year old 
and over and $3 a bead on calves. In the 
first twenty-one months of tbo Wilson law 
861,000 cattle wera imported Into the 
United States. Kansas cattlemen were 
unable to raise as good stock as formerly 
on account of tbo Importations of Mexi- 
can stock. 
Consumers of beef bad been 


fed n poorer quality under the Wilson law 
than ever before. If congress would re- 
store tbo duty Kansas would pltdgo her- 
self to produce her sbare ot cattle without 
raising the price of beef.
